beforefthe Blolç>i'.cal Society yester- 
day oix "Cytology , ta Evolutional : Dar- 
win's theoty consistently niakes use of 
the prtaclple of natural selection. 

In the discussion . of evolution, ^ the 
_jéakf»#iiKriiit6d4puti freijuent confu- 
.ij^S^ii^ri-^of'^twoi^id^ 
thintp. These , are, the actual .-phe- 
nmaHMn ot evolution, and thé meth- 
ods by which it is brought about. It 
is generaUy conceded by those, ac- 
quainted with the subject that all 'ex- 
isttag: species of plants and animals 
hive iwrlsen from one or a.iew orlgtaal 
types. This theory of argarilo evolu- 
paa, though only, accepted on the 
grounds that it is highly probable has 
received more substantiation than any 
other- biological theory. 

Early Evolution Theories 
Long .before Darwta's studies on the 
orlgto. of species, a number of jthMjlM; 
bad been advanced as to the method of 
evolution. According to St. HUaire. in 
the early part of the ntaeteenth cen- 
tury, new species arose ta response to 
changes in the environment. A sec- 
ond theory, advanced by Lamarck, pro- 
posed the effect of *'use::and:'dliiJ^^^ 
ThÀt is, the conttaued wK^.of any one 
part of the body caused itS develop- 
ment or evolution,, and .conversely, dls- 
ùsië caused its' atrophy : ahdlaubsequent 
disappearance. Thèse two thewies, 
aicnig îrtOi^toe proposal of transmis- 
sion oi acquired, jçharaçterlstlcs, have 
now been discwded^by. a^^^

Dr. Walter Reviews 
France's Influence 
On Goethe's Works 

"Delivers Lecture to /Goèthc 
Society In Moysc Hall ' ^ 
Last Night, 

GRADUATED McGILL 

German A u t h o r H a d 
Thorough Understanding ■ 

of French Literature . . 
Treating of the reciprocal relations 
between Goethe and TTàncs and of the 
influence that each exerted .upon the 
other, Dr. Felix Walter, delivered an 
address entitled "Ooethi^l^^^tice,'! 
to the Goethe Society last lilglit. ta the 
Moyse Hall. The speaker who is a 
graduate of McGill, won a Provtaclal 
Bursary and spent ^ three years in 
Prance, Spata and Portugal where he 
carried .on his studies to con^^aUye^ 
literature. He Is now on the professoi:- 
ial staff of the University of Toronto; 
g|B^^y -.of introduction. Dr. Waltot; 
discussed the common factors that ex-- 
ist between Goethe and Prance, and 
emphasized the fact that it was 
Goethe's deep-roote^ love of order 
which, when canted to j^tMOies^ 
ed bini to'misîmdérstaniPtS^Revolu- 
tion and to turn against it. Due to 
the French principle of common en- 
deavour; Jn literary efforts, « Goethe ' Is 
completely estranged from the;French 
ideals .whenever his tadlvidiiaUsin ' as- 
serts itself to any degree. 

Visited France • 

Aiccordtag to the speaker, there are 
three idiff erent methods by ■ which one 
may become '' thoroughly acquatated, 
with the national culture of a country. 
These are by means of personal obser- 
vation of the country itself, by social 
or Intellectual contacts, and - finally,; 
by means of a knowledge of its lltéirà- 
ture. Goethe, .the speaker clalméd. 
made use of each of these mediums to 
acquh« the understanding of French 
culture that he possessed; Although 
he did not learn much of the culture 
of th.è people ' across, the Rhine by 
^inieainr 6fr-bi5^-fflw=;'i^lts -.to' .thaj^; 
he did get a firm grasp of and insight 
tato the polltlcar conditions of that 
country which' gave 'iiim much factual 
material to 'work^on in later /ears. 

Goethe's contacts with French peo- 
ple to his home town were few and did 
not exert much influence , upon him. 
His main knowledge of ^France, was ae- 
quired by means of an cxtensh'e study 
of the: literature, and -he showed that 
he -had a complete grasp as well as 
mere comprehension of the great works 
produced in thàt country. He made 
contributions to ,' literature . from 
French sources, the fhrst of wlilch was 
translation of a French document 
which he found' around thé' year 1808. 
His extreme admiration for French lit- 
erature is evtaced by an inexhaustible 
list of paiiegyrle epithets which Dr. 
Walter quoted from one. of Goethe's 
own works. . 

Translations Into French 
The speaker then- dealt with'the : ef- 
fect that Goethe had on France; and 
showed that the litbratéùrs Tof^'ttat 
counter each -had a diffèrent : concep- 
tion, of the' German' genius;- and that

Dr. Daniel Drake And "E. 
Y. Davis" Described By 
Speakers 

Distinguished by the presence ot a 
number of eminent American physi- 
cians, at present attending the con- 
'vehtion of the American College of 
Physicians, . the Os'er Society last 
night , held . their ' regular _^montlily 
'i^îïfttag ta the Vlcî-Rcgal fsulte , of 
tlie RltE-Carlton Hotel. . Papers were 
j:çad,by..Jc.D,^.VAlexandeÉjDauib 
•ièl Drake;" ' the famous pioneer Am- 
erican medico; and. by N. C. Hartsough 
on "E. y;, Da^is," the.nom de plume 
imder, which Sir William Osier wrote 
a number of works. . 
-- Dalnlel Drake was a man of an ac- 
tive and fiery temperament with a 
genius for organization. He v/as born 
of hardy pioneer stock, and although 
■handicapped by lack of proper educa- 
tional facilities in his youth, soon- rose 
to prominence in his chosen career, 
medlctae- Ho was also author, politi- 
cian, and public benefactor. He Is, ih 
the optalon of ..Sir William Osier, the 
man to whom'' the City of Cincinnati 
owes moot for its development/ since he 
first brought' It recognition. 

In 1820 Dr. Drake obtained a char- 
ter for the Medical School of Ohip, the 
first Medicài School of the West, and 
was the first to occupy the Chair of 
Medicine there. .^However, Drake,, al-

deadly assault upon the human family. 

vV: Time does not make us old. In fact, 

; ■ time has very little to do with age. Time is 
an hour-glass, à measuring device and not 
a force. Time can influence disease or 
I health no more than a yard-stick can in-

i]?^;than a stop-watch could control the flight 
' ' of Eddie Tolan. Time had nothing to do 
with the ability of the former student of 
Michigan to run the century faster than 
any other athlete did at the recent 
Olympiad. 

Age is the result of changes brought 
about in our bodies through our habits of

/CONTEMPLATIONS of virtuosity are not always 
^ of the serenest, In view oï many Incidents that 
come to my attention. I read, fo; example, that 
Fritz Kreisler regards the colleotion or bric-a-brac 
as his principle interest , in life, and that he no 
longer practices his violin. Again, it appears that 
Casals finds conducting more to his taste, than his 
playing bf the vloUneello, while that great Russian 
basso, Feodor Oholiapln admits outright that he 
enjoyed his successes in revolutionary oratorio, for 
which he was paid nothing, far tieyond any of his 
prodigiously lucrative triumphs on the .operatic 
stage, 

One other example: Arthur Sullivan, whose 
light operas are "revived ' annually, wais always hop- 
ing for the day when the public would recognize the 
value of his serious opera and of his many serious 
musical worlu; he felt, that the vogue for comedy 
oper^ was merely transient, and that very sopn,— 
always very soon,— the public would lavish their .ap- 
plause and their enthusiasm for his more important 
efforts. This same Sullivan had entertained suc- 
cessive thoughts of winning worldly recognition as a 
chorister, as a virtuoso pianist, and as an orchcftcal 
conductor, all of which ambitions were fulfilled to 
some estewt. ' , ' ,

Tiic virtuoso is a person bbrn with a particular 
aptitude enabling him to wield master control oyer 
one or' more of the arlistlcmcdiums of expression. 
The medium may be the brushes and paints, or the 
prose of the essayist, or the iambics, of the rhym- 
ster. or one of the musical instruments. Virtuosi 
of tlie latter are mcist frequent, simply because of 
the ease with which such may be dlstiniiulshed. The 
musical instrument Is a mechanical contraption 
whicli will produce a deshred result only when con- 
trolled with utmost slclll,'and In all lts parts. The 
engineer at the valves, must inake himself a;! in- 
separable part of the machine, and, to mix 
metaphors, must malte his body the brain, sending 
the impulses to the various parts. 

Virtuosity must never , be confused with genius. 
The one can exist wlth ou ^tMio the r.-; but the latter 
is more, dependant uponWeSfronniBr, than vice 
versa. A technique is an absolute essenMal for ef- 
fective expression, The ability to be paurt 'ùt u-ie 
instrument is rare, but the ability to . make the 
instrument part of - Its human, manipuli 
rarer, and Is an itnmistakeaUeJstamp"Sf'grarw^^

He feels his very powers con- 
ftaUig Wro.'and whenever the world in which he 
lives permite;iilm, he breaks bonds, and moves over 
Into r«.w territory. Thus it IS that Krelrie? pre- 
fers his, bric-a-brac, Casals his conducting, Ohalla- 
pin his oratorio, and Sullivan his opera. 

In sjmilar fashion, we might expect to fhid 
Padcrewskl regard half of the applause lavished up- 
on his playing, if given to his symphony or his 
opera, o^^far j^gateriail^^ oortot might 
smUe .more staowePIPiflsfwc^ of the tri- 
bute paid lilm, if the audlenoo would stand up to 
Ills conducting as it does so monotonously to his 
playing.

■ TTERE we arc again, assuming our usual and most natural stance with 
; the left f6ot forward, etc. This time we bring Into play the blow e^-

'•Whatever the drudgerIea, hoWjBver. hard tt>e strain, whatever other 
pastime it Is nççéwai-y to forego which might be more congenial in after 
Ufe, there is nothing which for the high spirit of youth, can compare to 
the glory of the oar. 

"Rowing is one of the few old arts that have survived for centuries. 
The oar brought Phoenician letters and clvlllEatlon to Greece; broushl 
the Helle^hic 'fleët"ta Troy; and at one time It saved Europe from the 
great' Persian inivaslon. '" ' 

"Vessels of the ancient Greeks and Romans depen^d^u^n the oar 
rather ' than , trie sail. Boat racing Is very old— It Is nientloneiS by Virgil 
In hi3l;?FStli.'Bôok of the Aéneld." These were for the most part manned 
by slaVM and criminals, and were used In most European countries.. 

'•Prior to the' stage coach, the only means of locomotion In England 
was by meahs of the rivers, and therefore boating was on art which ne- 
cessitated apprenticeship. During the reign of Henry Vlll strict rules 
and regulations were laid down regarding the quallllcatlons and the ex- 
perience of oarsmen. The competition among these oarsmen brought on 
races and in 171B we find the first record of races among tliese profes- 
sional oarsmen in England. To commemorate the anniversaiy of George 
I a race was rowed to the Thames on the first day of August by six 
ybung watermen who wore hot to have exceeded the time of their ap- 
prenticeship by twelve months. The race continues to the present day, 
only under modifications, 

"It was not until the early 19th century that rowing ceased to be 
looked upon as a laborious task, fit only for professional oarsmen.^ Ox- 
ford university- Boat Club was formed m 1830. and Cambridge a little 

"About 1840, rowing Increased among the amateurs, out of which grew 
that great Henley-on-Thames Regatta, and from that have developed re- 
gattas throughout the world. 

"What attracts the attention of the casual passer-by as does the prac- 
tice spin of an eight, or what Is more exciting than a modern race? The 
tenseness at the stai-t: tho referee's 'are you ready, all? Row!' The 
shell quivers and leaps like a wild thing, and the race is on. She Is no 
longer a passive object of Interest, but a restless, vibrating fiend with 
right desperate men racking her frail strength with , their mighty efforts. 
The hiss of the bow-wave as she settles for onother leap; the coxswain's 
yells- tiie constant rumble of sUding seats, the rattle of oars; all combhie 
to create a confusion and excitement which Is hard to duplicate."
